No Pan Service 


Most Altona residents 
are unaware of the crisis 
which occurred early in 
January in the provision 
of a sanitary service for 
the Shire. 


The sanitary contractor “‘de- 
fected” on January 3. 

His employees arrived at 
the depot to commence work 
but no trucks or plant were 
available for them. The con- 
tractor had closed down. 

Shire Secretary (Mr. J. W. 
Waters) said by not providing 
the normal service the con- 
tractor’s sanitary contract 
with the Shire Council was 
automatically cancelled. 

The council called in the 
services of Brown Brothers. 
By utilising five Shire trucks, 
the council drivers and the 
former contractor's pesonnel 
all clearances were made in 
the following week. 

During this time Brown 
Bros, acquired more plant and 
equipment and now have taken 
over complete operation of 
the service. 

Mr. Waters said the coun- 
cil is particularly appreciative 
of the council employees who 
helped during the emergency 
and of residents tolerance in 
bearing with inconveniences 
which occurred.

T.B. X-RAY 
IRREGULARITIES 


Officers of the T.B. Branch 
of the Department of Health 
are extremely concerned at 
the irregularities which Al- 
tona councillors reported oc- 
curred during the recent 
compulsory X-Ray survey in 
Altona. 


Particularly disturbing is 
the information that two in- 
stances occurred in which the 
names of members of the pub- 
lic were struck off the voters 








roll without X-Ray examina- 
tions being taken. . 


It is realised that it is un- 
likely that names of the De- 
partment Officers concerned 
would. be known to the indivi- 
duals whose names were de- 
leted. 


However, if the names of 
the people concerned are sup- 
plied to the Department, to- 
gether with the location of 
the X-Ray van and the date 
of the incident, it may be pos- 
sible for the individual officer 
to be identified. 


Under no circumstances‘ 
are staff permitted to mark 
off the roll, the name of any | 
one who has not had an X- 
ray at the unit. 


They are merely permitted 
to ask the particular indivi- 
dual to fill in a white card, 
available at the caravan, stat- 
ing their reasons for not hav- 
ing an X-ray and the matter 
is then dealt with by the staff 
of the Department of Health 
and the Minister. 


If full details of any irregu- 
larities which occurred, dur- 
ing this last survey are sup- 
plied to the Shire Offices they 
will be forwarded to the De- 
partment. 








M.M.B.W. REFUSE | 


SUPERMARKET 


The Board of Works 
has refused to issue a per- 
mit for the zoning of por- 
tion of the Noordenne 
No. 2 Estate for the pur- 
pose of a supermarkel 
and petrol filling station. 

The Board considers ade- 
quate shopping facilities are 
provided in the area and the 
proposed commercial develop- 
ment would be excessive for 
the population which it would 
serve. 

The plan for this large com- 
mercial site (equal to 13 shop 
sites) and the petrol filling 
station has had strong opposi- 
tion from ratepayers through- 
out the Shire. 

When the plan first came 
before council for considera- 
tion council also agreed the 
commercial zone was too large 
and should be reduced to no 
more than two shop sites. 

However, at a subsequent 
meeting decided to support an 
application to the Board of 
Works for a permit to develop 
the large supermarket site 
and service station. 

Even after strong objections 
from local business people and 
ratepayers the council adhered 
to this decision. 

Objections were then lodged 
with the Board of Works. 

The Board has refused to 
issue the permit. 

The applicant for the per- 
mit, Mr. L, C. Noordenne, has 
the right of appeal to the 
Minister.

Boat in Pier Street 


Three months hard work by Mr. Kevin Haslam, 
of Waratah Street, Seaholme, culminated in the 
launching of his new scallop and crayfish boat, the 
“Monarch,” last weekend. 


When finished the 46ft. 
boat with the welded steel hull 
will be valued at £12,000. It 
will be one of the most mod- 
ern boats operating from Vic- 
toria. 


Using the premises of Sea- 
holme Panels in Pier Street, 
Altona, Mr, Haslam started 
building the boat early last 
October. He worked full time 
on the project with only the 
weekend help of friends and 
a welder whose services he en- 
gaged. 


To get the boat out of the 
factory in Pier Street, a front 
séction of the building was re- 
moved. On Friday morning, 
after a truck pulled the boat 
to the front of the factory, a 
large crane lifted it on to a 
low loader. 


However, the cumbersome 
load was not allowed on the 
roads until the early hours 
of Sunday morning when 
the boat was transported to 
Seuth Wharf.

Then 
followed the engine and the 


wheelhouse, which were placed 
in position.
